make Prayers and Supplications and Interceſſions, for Kings, 
and all that are in Authority, that under them, we may 
lead a quiet and peaccable Life in all Godlineſs and Hone- 
ſty, 1 Tim. 2. 1. 2, And he alſo exhorts us in ano- 
ther Place, to pray for the Church, that the word of God 
may have free courſe and be glorified, 2 Theſſ. 3. 1. So 
that, in ſhort, it is our Daty under the Goſpel, to be 
concern'd for the welfare both of Church and State. 
And the ſumeiDuty in Old TeStament Phraſes, or accord- 
ing to the Dialect of thoſe Times, is recommended to us, 
in che Words of my Text, Pray for the Peace of Jeruſa- 
By Jeruſalem here, we are to underſtand, Feruſalem 
in its Civil and Religious Capacity; or Jeruſalem conſi- 
der'd both on a Political and Eccleſiaſtical account; and 
ſo it includes the Civil State, and the Church of God. 


That by Jeruſalem here, we are to underſtand the

But what is meant by the Peace of it? In ſhort, its 
Proſperity, for ſo the Pſalmiſt does explain himſelf, in 


the Verſe following my Text ; Peace be within thy Walls, 


and Proſperity within thy Palaces.

Peace, in Scripture, is frequently put for a proſperous 


and happy State of Things. Twas the manner of the 


Jews in old Time, when they Saluted each other, or 
wiſhed Proſperity to each other, to ſay, Peace be to you, 


We have this exemplify'd in the Inſtance of David, his 


Saluting Nabal, 2 Sam. 25. 4, 5,6.———Tius ſhall ye ſay 
to him that liveth in Proſperity, Peace be both to thee, and 


Peace be to thine Houſe, and Peace be unto all that thou haſt, 
(Peace be unto thee) i. e. Proſperity be unto thee, as it 
is explained in that Verſe. So then, by Peace in Scrip- 
ture Language, js ſometimes meant, a proſperous State. 
And in this Senſe we are to underſtand it in the words 


of my Text, where we are bid to pray for the Peace of 


Jeruſalem, 1. e. in ſhort, to pray for its Proſperity. This

We have, this Day, to do with a Common Enemy, 


the French Monarch 1 mean, who has been the Ruine 
of the Proteſtant Religion in his own Dominions, and 
would ſoon extirpate it from theſe Realms, ſhould he 


prevail in the preſent War. Our United Force is lit- 


tle enough ro keep out this Enemy, and to keep of 
thoſe Judgments that are at our Doors.

been ſcarce a Campaign, wherein there has not been 
ſome Engagement, and the 4 of Men on both ſides, 


(though, bleſſed be God, generally ſpeaking, we have 
always had the beſt of them) ſo that Multitudes, have 


been Slain in this War. It has been a War expenſive 


of Blood; and not only of Blood, but of Treaſure al- 
{0 : For, (ſome ſmall interval of Peace excepted) it has 


been a War of long continuance, of above Twenty Years 
| ſtanding: In which ſpace of time, it has put the Nati- 
on to a vaſt Expence, to ſeveral Scores of Millions of 


Pounds, fo that the Land is much impoveriſh'd, and all 


ſorts of Perſons begin to feel the Effects of it. 


On both theſe Accounts it is an Awful War, and 


ſhould make us to Pray, as in the Words of my Text, 


for the Peace of Jeruſalem, for the Proſperity of this Na- 


tion: But much more, when we conſider the dreadful 
_ Conſequence that will attend it, ſhould the Enemy beat ug 
in this War. Tis true, of late our Arms have been 
Vidctorious; but the Battle is not always to the Stron 


nor the Race to the Swift, as Solomon ſpeaketh. Victory, 
which now like a mighty Torrent runs on our Side, may 
take another Channel; which God in his Infinite Mercy 
forbid ! But the thing is poſſible; and ſhould it do fo, 
and go over to the Side of the French, in what a ſad 
Caſe, in what a deplorable Condition, would our Jeraſa- 


lem, would our Church and State be? 


With Reference to the Church, ſhould the French pre- 
vail in this War, we are all undone. We that are Diſ-
